Member  for  So'Utli  York  Sug- 
gests Compromise  on  tlie 
Navy  Question — Hochelaga 
Cliarges  Again  Deterred. 


OTTAWA,  March  13. — A  four-ho\u-  ad- 
journment out  of  respect  to  ilie  memory 
of  the  late  Hon.  John  Haggart  afforrted 
a  little  variation  In  the  second  wcek^of 
the  debate  In  the  Commons  on  the  naval 
((Ueatlon.  Premier  Borden  Intended  to 
pay  hia  respects  to  the  memory  of  the 
oldeat  member  of  the  House,  and  would 
probably  have  chosen  the  6  o'clock  hour 
of  adjoumtnent  as  the  suitahle  time  un- 
der the  clrcumntances  to  do  so.  Karller 
in  the  afternoon,  however,  In  the  course 
of  a  speech  on  the  navy,  Hon.  K. 
Uemleux,  In  behalf  of  the  French-Cana- 
dian Liberals,  spoke  of  the  esteem  In 
which  the  deceas«d  member  was  held. 
Premier  Borden  followed  with  a  warm 
tribute  to  the  man  who  held  office  un- 
der four  administrations.  Then  Mr.  V.  B. 
Cirvell  ro«e,  and,  after  speaking  of  the 
regret  felt  by  the  English-speaking 
Liberals,  sugBCsted  that  the  House  ad- 
journ for  a  few  hours.  Mr.  Borden  as- 
sented, and  an  adjournment  fropi  4 
o'clock  until  S  o'clock  in  the  evening  was 
agreed  upnn. 

■nffMta  Conpromlsa 

When  4  o'clock  came,  Mr.  W.  F.  Mac- 
lean took  advantage  of  the  solemn  occa- 
sion to  Vuggest  to  the  House  that  It 
would  be  a  good  time  to  cease  the  pres- 
ent warfare  and  reach  a  oompromise  on 
the  navy  question. 

He  suggested  that  twenty-five  in'.lUons 
should  be  voted  for  two  dreadnoughts 
an^  ten  millions  to  be  spent  on  a  fleet 
unit  for  the  I'acific,  to  be  maintained  in 
conjunction  with  Australia  and  New  Zea- 
land. Such  a  policy,  he  said,  would  be 
in  accordance  with  both  principles  now 
advocated  in   the  House. 

At  the  evening  session  Premier  Borden 
explained  how  it  was  that  the  Admiralty 
memo  was  not  received  in  Ottawa  until 
after  the  date  of  Mr.  Monk's  resignation. 
The  Oovernment  based  its  policy,  lie  aald. 
upon  a  fuller  and  confidential  document 
received  early  in  October. 

The  notice  of  an  amendment  to  the 
rulea  of  the  House  which  would  Involve 
8ome  form  of  closure,  which,  rumor  said 
laat  nlfht,  would  be  given  notice  of  to- 
day, did  not  materialize.  It  is  under- 
stood that  the  matter  la  still  under  ad- 
visement, and  that  nothing  will  be  done 
before  Monday,  and  perhaps  not  until 
after  the  -Kaster  recess. 

As  anticipated,  thcj  Codene  charges 
were  not  proceeded  with,  through  the  ill- 
ness of  the  ftHnlBter  and  his  absence 
from  the  House.  It  was  agreed  they 
should  be  taken  on  Monday.  The  speak- 
ers between  8  and  11  o'clock  were  Messrs. 
Robb,  of  Huntingdon;,  Mr.  Lachance, 
Quebec  West,  and  Mr.  Boyei,  Vaudreull.

LARGE  NUMBER  ADDED 

TO  NAVY  PERSONNEL 


Both  Bigger  Navy  and  Little 
Navy  Group  of  Politicians 
Are  Dissatisfied  With  Mr. 
Churchill's  P roposals. 


l.O.MKi.V,  -March  13.— The  P.rltlsh 
naval  cstimatec-.  for  i:)13-ll,  which  were 
announced  today,  total  J231, 51 6.600  a.s 
com|)areil  wStli  $:i25,377,000  last  year. 
The  new  building  programme  i)rovldes 
for  five  battlesliips,  eight  light  i:ruiKerf, 
sixteen  torpedo  boat  destroyers  and  a 
number  of  submarines. 

Th'j  perHonnel  of  the  navy  is  to  be 
increased    to    I'lti.OOO   oftlcora   and   men. 

There  will  be  under  construction  on 
April  1,  eleven  battleships,  three  battle- 
ship cruisers,  thirteen  light  cruisv^rs, 
thirty-tlve  torpedo  boat  destroyers  and 
twentj-une  submarines.  During  the  year 
now  closing  four  battleships,  three  bat- 
tleship destroyers,  five  light  cruisers, 
fifteen  destroyers  and  three  submarines 
were  comi)letecl. 

The  general  opinion  j)re\all8  In  the 
House  that  the  First  Lord  of  the  Ad- 
miralty has  cut  the  estimates  rather 
tine,  although  ft  is  conceded  that  they 
will   meet   the  views  of  the  country. 

Both  the  "bigger  navy"  and  "little 
navy"  politicians  are  disappointed.  The 
former  declare  that  the  increase  ought 
to  be  at  least  115,000,000  greater,  i)art 
of  this  for  new  ships  building.  It  is 
urged  that  the  adoption  of  so  large  a 
programme  of  new  shipbuilding  means 
a   continuance  of   the   German    rivalry. 

It  Is  pointed  out  that  at  the  present 
moment  the  shipbuilding  resources  of 
the  country  are  so  ta.xed  that  they  do 
not  permit  of  a  larger  constructional 
programme.

OTTAWA,  March  18. — According  to  a 
statement  made  by  M.  .1.  O'Brien,  chief 
contractor  for  the  construction  of  the 
National  Transcontinental  Railway  be- 
twee  Quebec  and  Winnipeg,  this  stretch 
of  the  road  will  be'  compl-etcd  by  the 
end  of  this  year,  if  nothing  untoward 
happens. 

In  the  course  of  an  Interview  today 
Mr.  OBrien  stated  that  he  expects  to 
have  an  army  of  4,000  men  at  work  on 
the  760  miles  being  constructed — that 
is  If  he  can  get  that  many  men.  He  is 
anticipating'  some  difficulty  In  this  re- 
spect. If  the  Balkan  war  Is  settled 
very  soon  it  Will  help  considerably,  be- 
cause many  men  who  worked  for  him 
last  year  will  likely  return.  In  one 
week  last  Fall,  after  the  war  started, 
600  men,  natives  of  the  Balkan  states, 
left  him  to  return  home  and  fight 
•gainst   the  Turks. 

There  are  stretches  of  line  betwe:!n 
Quebec  and  Winnipeg  that  are  already 
In  operation.

Hon.  John  Haggart,  Member 
of  Commons  for  Forty-One 
Years,  and  Formerly  Minis- 
ter, Passes  Away  at  Ottawa. 


OTTAW.\,  March  1,1.— Hon.  .Tohn  Hag- 
Kart,  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  the 
Canadian  House  of  Commons,  died  at  his 
residence  In  this  city  today.  He  had 
been  HI  for  the  past  two  months,  and 
owing;  to  his  age  he  was  unable  to  re- 
cuperate. During  the  last  few  days  It 
was  seen  he  was  sinking  very  rapidly. 
News  of  his  death  was  early  carried  to 
the  Hou.se,  where  regret  was  expressed 
by  both  parties. 

The  body  will  be  taken  to  Perth,  Ont., 
hi  a  special  car  tonight,  where  the  funer- 
al arrangements  will  be  made.  His  only 
relative,  his  aieiter,  Mrs.  I.  N.  Millar, 
Uvea  in   Perth. 

The  late  Hon.  John  Haggart  was  born 
in  Perth  In  1836  and  there  on  November 
13,  1850,  he  married  Caroline  Douglas. 
She  died  some  thirteen  years  ago.  John 
Haggart  was  In  the  milling  business  be- 
fore entering  public  life.  In  18«7  he  be- 
came mayor  of  Perth,  which  office  he 
held  three  yeaCfs. 

Ijonr  in  rubUc  Ufa 

He  had  ^at  for  South  Lanark  In  the 
House  of  Cummons  continuously  since 
1872,  having  succeeded  the  late  Hon. 
Alex.  Morris  in  the  representation  of 
tliat   district 

In  1888  Mr.  HagKart  was  taken  Into 
Sir  .Tohn  Macdonald's  cabinet  as  Post- 
master-Oeneral,  continuing  In  that  office 
after  Sir  John's  death  and  the  formation 
of  Sir  John  Abbott's  mlnlatry.  In  Jan- 
t  ary,  1893,  he  wfis  transferred  to  the 
Department  of  Bailways  and  Oanals. 
where  he  remained  throughout  the  Ab- 
bott, Thompson,  Bowell  and  Tupper  ad- 
mlnlstratlona.  .  H«  waa  one  of  tha  min- 
isters who  declared  agflnat  Sir  Macken- 
Kie  Bowell  and  for  Sir  ChaHes  Tupper  as 
Premier   In   18»«.

PARIS.  March  13.— A  debate  fraught 
with  the  gravest  Issues  opened  in  the 
Henate  today.  -The  government  elec- 
toral rejtorm  blU,  after  being  adopted 
by  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  on  July 
10,  1912,  was  sent  to  a  committee  of 
the  Senate  which  was  presided  over  by 
M.  Clemenceau.  The  former  Premier 
has  now  returned  the  bill,  but  without 
the  clauses  providing  for  proportional 
representation. 

The  debate  is  likely  to  be  a  lonff 
and  fierce  one,  as  the  government 
makes  the  principle  of  proportional 
representation  a  question  of  close  con- 
ildence,  and  it  Is  pointed  out  In  the 
lobbies  that  refusal  of  the  Senate  to 
vote  for  this  principle  Is  liable  to  bring 
about  a  ministerial  crisis,  and  possibly 
a  deadlock  between  the  two  houses 
which  could  be  settled  only  by  dlssoln- 
tion 

The  electoral  reform  bill,  which  was 
adopted  by  the  Chaml>er  of  Deputies 
by  a  vote  of  339  to  21J,  provides  for 
tha  abolition  of  the  syatetn  of  small 
oonatituencies  ..established  in  187S, 
whereby  each  elactor  votes  for .  one 
deputy  only,  and  atlbstltutes  for  '^t  the 
ayatatn  of  list  vati|i(.  by  which  each 
elector  votea  for  aq  many  dapu'tlaa  as 
the  antire  department  haa  to  eleet.

The  Oerman 
physician,  who  cJalma  to  have  found  a 
tierum  which  cures  tuberculosis,  and 
wlio  demonstrated  his  method  In  Ottawa 
yesterday,  hus  had  his  pretensions  over- 
shadowed hy  those  of  another,  though 
anonymous  Investlsator,  to  quote  the 
statements  of  Dr.  A.  J.  Richer  of 
Montreal,  who  is  attached  to  the  sanl- 
tarliiiii  iit  Ste.  AKuthe,  Quebec,  in  an  ad- 
dress dellvereit  at  a  pubUe.  meeting  held 
in  the  young  Men's  Christian  Associa- 
tion by  the  Canadian  Association  for 
the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  last 
nlKht. 

Dr.  Illcher  said  that  In  Justice  to  a 
medical  man  of  twenty-six  yfars'  ex- 
perience and  undoubted  repute;  a  man 
who  ycarti  cffo  embarked  on  this  particu- 
lar pliase  of  tuberculosis  work  and  who 
had  <liscovered  a  serum  which  had 
shown  results  on  animals  much  more 
favoiable  than  those  of  Ur.  Krledmann'a 
alleged  cure,  and  preliminary  effects  on 
thi;  treatment  of  the  disease  in  human 
lininifs  which  wrrre  Tntist  cnconmBlng:,  ho 
lOuUI  not  refrain  from  maklnK  these 
results  public,  though  he  was  not  In  a 
position  to  disclose  the  neme  of  the 
mail    who    had    made    them    possible.

his  anonymous  friend,  Dr.  Richer  pro- 
duced two  guinea  pigs  which  had  been 
treated;  one,  formerly  tubercular,  which 
had  been  cured  n.s  the  re^blt  of  an  in- 
jection, and  another  Into  which  an  In- 
jection of  400  times  the  ordlnarv 
strenKth  had  been  made  to  demonstrat* 
tht-  harniU'Ssness  of  the  treatment.  In- 
terviewed later,  he  said  the  man  ot 
whom  ho   spoke  was  not  a  Canadian. 

•til  .VukTiLst  of  last  year,  the  man  I 
speak  01,"  Dr.  Richer  said,  "handed  me 
some  vaccine  from  live  bacilli  that  he 
had  been  working  on  and  wished  to 
have  exjieriments  conducted  on  animals. 
"They  were  not  started  until  late  In 
the  Kail,  and  only  recently  have  I 
been  ready  to  do  anything  with  them. 
So  far  «s  the  experiments  go,  all  that 
can  \<i-  .shown  at  the  present  time  are 
animal  experiments  on  this  side.

The  announcement  made  by  Dr.  Rich- 
er that  he  was  in  touch  with  a  scientist 
who  lays  claim  to  the  discovery  of  a 
serum  much  more  effective  than  that 
of  Dr.  Kriedmenn,  has  caused  much 
comment.  Much  of  thcwork  of  deter- 
jntnlng  the  efficiency  of  thi.-s  new  serum 
will  be  done  at  the  biological  labora- 
tory of  the  Experimental  farm,  with 
the  (-o-opcratlon  of  Dr.  C.  H.  Higglns, 
the    Government    biologist. 

Dr.  Richer  stated  that  he  would  re- 
main In  Ottawa  for  a  week  or  so,  and 
would  Initiate  experiments  at  the  biolo- 
gical laboratory  with  the  new  serum,  a 
quantity  of  which  has  been  placed  In 
his  hands  by  his  anonymous  friend. 
There  la  every  facility  at  .the  lalxiratory 
for   such    work. 

Dr.  Vriedmann  Ooea  to  Toronto 
OTTAWA,  March  IS.— Dr.  F.  F.  Fried- 
mann,  the  German  physician,  who  has 
been  demonstrating  his  alleged  cure  for 
tuberculosis  In  this  city,  left  tonight 
for   Toronto.

Maclean,    of    South    Tork,    got    the    floor 
with    the    purpose    of    making    the    plea 
that  4i«  death  of  Mr.  Uasgart  affonled 
a  suitable  opportunity   for  the   two  sides 
of    the    House    to    get    together    and    ar- 
rive at  some- agreement  as   to  tlie  ques- 
tion   of    naval    defence.      He    suggested 
that    an    agreement    be    reached    to    vote 
125,000,000,   for   the  construction  of   two 
Dreadnoughts    to    be    added    to    the    Im- 
perial navy,  and  that  another  1 10,000,000 
be  voted  to  aid  In  the  creation  of  a  fleet 
unit    on    the    Pacific    under    the    control 
of  Canada,   Australia  and   New   Zealand. 
In   this  way,   both   the  .Ideas   now   being 
urged    before    the    House    would    be    car- 
ried out.     A   vote  for  a  fleet  unit  could 
be  based  upon  the  Naval  Act  passed  by 
the  late  Government     Mr.  Maclean  said 
he    believed    In    complete    autonomy    for 
the    Dominion,    but    he    considered    that 
complete    autonomy     will     not    InUrfere 
with  the  aolldarity  of  the  Empire  in  the 
matter  of  Imperial  defence.      He  did  not 
believe    that    the    proposed    contribution 
was    objectionable     to       the       Dominion.

GLASGOW,  Scotland,  March  IS.— Stu- 
dents of  the  Glasgow  University  and 
three  hundred  stewards,  including  ilfty 
dock  laborers,  came  to  grips  ut  a  suf- 
fragette meeting  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall 
tonight.  The  students  fared  badly. 
Many  of  them  were  beaten;  scores  were 
ejected,  and  the 'others  «at  throughout 
the  remainder  of  the  meeting  In  silence. 
Mrs.  Emmellne  Pankhurst,  the  suf- 
fragette leadrr, -it  was  announced  early 
In  the  day,  would  address  ttie  suffra- 
gettes. A  large  body  cf  students  from 
the  University  came  to  St.  Andrew's 
Hall  for  the  •purpose  of  ibrcaklng  up  the 
meeting.  They  got  more  than  they 
bargained    for. 

When  Miss  .fane  .\llen  was  Introduc- 
ing Mrs.  Pankhurst  the  students,  who 
were  in  force  at  the  back  of  the  hall, 
started  an  uproar.  Immediately  the 
detachment  from  the  stewards  and  dock 
laborers  swooped  down  upon  them.  A 
free  fight  followed,  and  those  who  occu- 
pied chairs  stood  on  them  to  watch  the 
scrimmage. 

irtndeBts  Bonclily  RsBdled. 
The  organist  started  playing,  trylns 
to  drown  the  uproar,  but  without  aiic- 
cesa.  After  a  fierce  engagement,  which 
lasted  ten  minule.<!,  the  stewards 
dragged  or  carried  not  leaa  than  fifty 
students  into  the  streets.  Those  that 
were  left  behind,  finding  themselves 
outnumbered,  did  not  renew  the  light- 
ing, but  were  discreetly   well-behaved. 

One  student,  who  head  was  severely 
cut,  received  surgical  attention,  while 
many  others  bore  traces  of  the  fray  In 
the  shape  of  black  eyes,  bruised  faces 
and  torn  clothing.  The  promoters  of 
the  meeting  anticipated  hostilities,  and 
Invoked  the  aid  of  the  dockers  to  rein- 
force their  regular  male  attendants. 
The  dock  men,  on  their  part,  seemed 
only  too  willing  to  have  a  chance  at 
the  students,  and  by  their  energetic 
proceedings  procured  for  Mrs.  Pank- 
hurst a  quiet  hearing  of  thirty  minutes. 
Her  speech  to  a  large  extent  was  a 
repetifclon   of    fho^e   recently   made. 

She  said  she  had  given  a  pledge  not 
to  Incite  violence  while  out  on  bail, 
but  this  did  not  preyent  her  from  talk- 
ing about  Incitement.  In  her  opinion 
the  members  of  the  government  were 
the  first  persons  who  ought  to  be  tried 
for  incitement  to  violence.  The  King's 
speech  was  a  direct  incitement  to  vio- 
lence upon  the  part  of  the  women.  She 
agreed  with  Lord  Hugh  Cecil  that  mili- 
tancy was  the  most  effective  thing  to 
bring  public  questions  to  the  front, 
and,  moreover,  it  was  the  cheapest 
thing. 

A  large  and  hostile  crowd  gathered 
out.-^lde  the  hall  and  Mrs.  Pankhurst 
was  obliged  to  make  her  escape  by  a 
side    door.

LONDO.N,  March  13. — The  militant 
suffragettes  made  no  attempt  to  spoil 
sport  today  by  interference  with  the 
Oxford-Cambridge  boat  race.  "They  con- 
tinue, however,  to  display  a  most  de- 
termined spirit  of  persistence  in  holding 
public  meetings  and  the  clashes  of  di- 
vergent opponents  threaten  to  become 
a  grave  public  scandal.  At  Glasgow 
tonight  the  women  entered  fully  Into 
the  spirit  of  retaliation  which  has  be- 
come more  and  more  apparent  on  the 
part  of  those  who  opposed  the  suffra- 
gette.<!    in    the   past   few   weeks. 

"General  '  Mrs.  Flora  Drummond,  ad- 
dressed a  meeting  of  500  women  in 
Kssex  Hall,  I^ondon,  tonight.  Admis- 
sion was  by  ticket,  and  strangers  were 
excluded. 

Referring  to  the  arrest  today  of  Olive 
Hooken  on  the  charge  of  attempted  in- 
cendiarism, Mrs.  Drummond  said:  "If 
the  government  think  they  are  able  to 
suppress  militancy  by  such  acts,  we 
say:     'Oh    ye    fools'." 

She  urged  on  her  hearers  a  continu- 
ous change  of  tactics,  adding:  "We 
must  do  what  we  can  and  not  get  found 
out.  The  more  the  government  tries 
to  Injure  .tis  the  more  they  will  help 
our   cause.

Prellmtn»i-y  constderatJon  of  the  civic 
estimateii  for  the  year  will  be  taken  this 
evening  by  the  city  council.  The  com- 
pletion of  this  worlt  will  require  several 
QeBsiona  but  a  «tart  will  be  made  to- 
night and  conelderahle  progresu  should 
b6  made  In  approving  on  the  non-con- 
tentious ItemB.  The  salaries  for  the 
various  civic  departments  will  be  fixed 
and  while  there  are  a  number  of  appli- 
cations for  increases  before  the  board 
It  is- doubtful  if  any  will  be  granted  the 
financial  sirlnKency  beingr  the  excuse 
which  will  be  made  for  not  augmenting 
existing    salaries.

This 
part  of  the  country  is  dra'wing  nearer 
and  nearer  to  the  centre  of  things — or 
It  is  the  reverse  process  that  is  operat- 
ing— the  centre  of  things  coming  nearer 
and  nearer  het'e — and  the  transcontin- 
ental lines  plying  south  of  the  line  as 
well  north  of  the  line  must  take  that 
fact  into  'oor^ii^ration.  I  am  inform- 
ed that  the  northern  lines  have  already 
done  so  and  that  great  developments 
are  now  under' way.  That  lii  a  eplendid 
start,  but  that  need  not  keep  others 
away.  Yes,  we  reallie  that  the  day 
must  come  when  We  s'hall  connect  with 
^ritiwh  Columbia  with  the  veritable 
bonds  of  steel,  the  bonds  of  transporta- 
tion, thai^.wlvlc^.  I_  venture, to  say  there 
are  few  that  bind  more  closely.  Al- 
ready we  are  In  the  field 'in  one  sense. 
We  have  established  an  office  here  to 
cater  to  the  trafllce  of  Victoria  and  the 
Island,  and  It  1«  a  matter  of  tremendous 
satisfaction  to  me  to  say  that  Mr.  Sol- 
ly, the  local  manager,  has  succeeded 
in  demonstrating  to  the  -people  of  Vic- 
toria that  the  line  we  are  runnlnig  la 
worthy  of  their  consideration.

They    deal    with    the    value    of 
(he    sovereign    In    terms    of    the    neces- 
sities   of    life.      Twenty    shillings    have 
of    themselves    no    actual    value.      What 
they    have    Is    a    statutory    value.!    Tfoli 
may    go    to    the    Bank    of    England    and 
compel    the  authorities   to   give   you   five 
sovereigns    for    a    five-pound    note,    Init, 
if  you   were  on   the  polpt   of  starvation, 
you  could  not  go   to  a  baker's  and  com- 
pel-him  to  give  you  a  loaf  of  bread  for 
one  of   the   sovereigns   or  for   the  whole 
of    them.      A  sovereign    must    contain    a 
certain    amount    of    gold    and    a    shilling 
a    certain'  amount    of    silver,    but    there 
Is    no    fixed    standard    whereby    a  sover- 
eign   can    be    expressed     In     terms     of 
labor  or  commodities.     A  demand  is  be- 
ing made  for  the  definition  of  the  sov- 
ereign   in    terms    of    labor,   and    this    Is 
what    is  called   the   minimum    wage;   but 
nb   one    has    yet    proposed   to    define    its. 
value  in  terms  of   bread   or   beef.    Thus

There   l.s  a  great  dearth   of  good   pi'b- 
llc  speakers   in  Victoria,  and   In  fact  all 
over  British  Columbia.     You  can  almost 
cwint  OB  yoMf  t«»  iinKera.ahQiie_uer.spr)8, 
who    can    take    up    a    subject,    marshall 
the    facts   and   arguments,    enliven    them 
with    wit    or    humor    and    present    them 
with    force    and    fluency.       This    is    not 
true   of     the   other    Provinces    to    nearly 
as  great  an  extent  as  it  Is  of  ours.     We 
do    not  Jhlnk    it   would   be   very    difficult 
to    discover .' an"  explatiatlon   of    the   un- 
enviable   dlstl^nctlon    of    British    Colum- 
bia   In    this    respect,    but    we    may  .say 
freely   that    there   is    very    little   encour- 
agement    given     to        young    men.     who 
might     feel     disposed     to    cultivate     the 
graces    of    oratory.

It,.S;WOutd  'idevslop  Independence  <A 
thought,  a  proper  appreciation  of  ,  the 
principles  of  government  and  an  hon- 
esty of  purpose  that  would  do  much 
to  elevate  the  whole  standard  of  public 
life. 

It    Is   often    said    that    the   press    has 
supplanted    the    public    speaker.      Possi- 
bly this  Is  true  to  some  extent,   but  not 
to    nearly     the    same    extent      as    many 
suppose.      The   fact    that   the   newspaper 
is    abroad    in    the   land      may    seem      to 
make    the   work    of    the   public    speaker 
more    difficult,    because  'he    is    likely    to 
be    addressing      audiences      that      know 
nearly    as    much"  as.  he   does      of      the 
things    he    discusses.      But       the      best 
newspaper    mu8£   of   necessity    lack    the 
force   of   personal    magnetism.      It    may 
Influence,    but    it    cannot    away.       More- 
over   the    very    fact    that    a    newspaper 
keeps    the   people    well    informed,    while 
it  renders  the  task  of  the  public  speaker 
more    difficult    In    one    respect,     facili- 
tates it  In  another.     People  like  \o  hear 
what    they      already      know      or      have 
thought   stated    to    them    with    the   per- 
sonality  of     a   man     behind     It.      Most 
newspaper  readers  have  in  their  minds 
a   mass   ot  facts   not    thoroughly   co-re- 
lated, and  a  mass  of  opinions  not  fully 
formed.      Such    minds   present  a     fruit- 
ful  field   for   the   public   speaker.

Councillor  Doiden  then  brought  up 
the  whole  «iucstion  of  water  supply,  and 
stated  that  he  considered  it  thoroughly 
unsatisfactory  that  this  should  be  done 
piecemeal    under    local    improvement. 

It  would  entail  endl*fi's  clashing,  end- 
less' expense  In  years  to  come  and, 
he  believed,  would  prove  unworkable.

facilities,  for  the  wells,  he  reminded 
the  Council,  would  soon  be  condemned 
as  houses  grew  thicker,  the  matter  was 
dropped    . 

The  Reeve  was  autljorized  to  arrange 
for  office  fiuartera  for  the  engineer  and 
then  the.  council;  HuthorlMd  the  action 
of  Councillor  Williams  In  representing 
the  council  at  an  appeal  before  the 
executive  regarding  a  subdivision  on 
the  Felton  Road,  where  the  width  of 
roads  is  again  the  subject  in  dispute.

production. 

The  Information  Is  desired  In  order 
that  the  Live  Stock  Branch  may  be 
brought  more  closely  in  touch  with  pro- 
gressive poultrymen  throughout  the 
Dominion  and  with  those  whose  names 
might  be  eligible  for  inclusion  in  a 
Dominion    poultry    directory.

PerhapB 
something-  has    been    lost    in    tenderneeB 
and     helpfulness.       Home    of    uk    wonder 
whether  tlie  women  who  are  now  busied 
about  many  things  are  as  true,  as  loving 
and  as  wise  as  the  u'iothers  whose  sweet 
faces    are   among    the    memories    of   our 
childhood.

Though  even  In  bur  own 
homeK  we  prefer  lo  engage  a  skilled 
nurne  in  cases  of  serioun  Illness,  there 
ar*  hundreds  of  our  fellow  cltliens  who 
cannot  afford  to  pay  either  the  expeneea 
of  a  nurse  or  the  fees  of  the  hospital. 
The  grants  from  city  and  Government 
cover,  In  such  cases,  the  cost  of  main- 
tenance, hut  do  not  provide  for  the 
waste  of  equipment  that  every  house- 
keeper knows  goes  on  wherever  there  l.s 
sicknees. 

The  Woman's  .Auxiliary  of  the  Jubilee 
Hospital  undertake  to  keep  all  the  rooms 
and  wards  supplied  with  linen  and  warm 
bedding,  to  replace  broken  china  aiiU  to 
buy  from  time  to  time  articlea  of  furni- 
ture which  are  imperatively  needed.  The' 
want  ot  even  the  acarcity  of  any  of  theae 
things  lAuat  cause  great  discomfort  and 
retard  the  recovery  of  patients.  Thouch 
there  are  a  large  number  of  wonfen  who 
by  t>ecomlnK  members  of  thtt  Woman's 
Auxiliary  oontrtbuta  to  this  fund,  thsrs 
must  be  far  more  who  4o  not.  «v«n  to 
this  extent,  help  tii  pfovUMns  tor  the 
comfort  of  th«  sick.  Th«r«  «r«  f«w  who

PUTNEY,  Eng..  March  13. — Oxford 
won  the  annual  boat  race  with  Cam- 
bridge on  the  Thames  today  by  a  quar- 
ter of  a  length.  The  start  was  at  4:38 
o'clock.  Cambridge  took  the  lead  at  once 
and  was  half  a  length  in  front  at  the 
middle  distance.  Oxford  overhauled  her 
in  the  last  quarter  mile.  The  course  was 
four    and   a   quarter    miles. 

Oxford's  time  was  20  minutes  53  sec- 
onds. 

The  race  was  set  for  late  afternoon 
owing  to  the  tide  conditions.  Cam- 
bridge won  the  toss  for  choice  of  sta- 
tions. At  the  starting  pistol  Cambridge 
immediately  took  the  lead  and  main- 
talned  it,  pulling  a  stroke  of  36  to  the 
minute. 

At  the  half-mile  Cambridge  was  half 
a  length  ahead.  At  the  mile  they  were 
still  leading,  and  at  Hajnmersmith 
bridge,  about  "half  the  distance,  they 
were  half  a  length  In  front 

Oxford  then  began  to  get  in  slowly. 
At  Barnes  bridge,  a  quarter  mile  from 
the  finish,  Cambridge  was  still  leading. 
Then  the  superior  power  of  the  Oxford 
crew  carried  them  to  the  front,  and 
they  won  by  a  bare  quarter  length.  Ox- 
ford has  now  won  39  races  and  Cam- 
bridge 30,  while  one  was  a  dead  heat. 

The  battle  of  the  'Blues"  for  the 
aquatic  honors  of  the  year  between 
eight-oared  crews  representing  Oxford 
and  Cambridge— dark  and  light  blue 
respectively — attracted  Its  usual  thou- 
sands of  spectators.  At  dawn,  citizens 
of  London  began  to  surge  over  the 
bridges  crossing  the  Thames,  between 
Putney  and  Mortlake,  waiting  along  the 
banks  for  one  fleeting  glimpse  of  the 
contestants. 

The  Oxford  crew,  half  veterans,  was 
the  favorite,  and  wa«  heavier  than  any 
that  had  occupied  a  dark  blue  shell  In 
many  years.  The  Cambridge  men,  light- 
er and  less  experienced  than  their 
opponents,  nevertheless  showed  them- 
selves fighters  during  training,  and 
were  declared  today  to  be  In  top  form. 

They  were  pronounced  by  experts  the 
best  crew  Jrom  Cambridge  In  a  decade. 
For  the  flrst  time  in  the  annual  race 
between  the  two  varsity  crews,  Cam- 
bridge rowed  In  a  centre-seated  boat. 
As  In  the  paat  the  majority  of  the 
oarsmen  on  both  crew«  learned  to 
handle  an  oar  at  Eton,  but  the  colonial 
Rhodes  scholars  are  beginning  to  break 
into  the  last  stronghold  of  English 
sport  Last  year  C,  W.  B.  Littlejohn, 
of  Melbourne,  rowed  seven  and  two 
Australians,  H.  K.  Ward  and  C.  L. 
BalUieu  occupied  seats  In  the  Oxford 
ahell. 

Great  precautions  were  taken  to  guard 
against  any  outrage  by  militant  suffra- 
gettes which  might  mar  the  race.  The 
boathouses  were  watched  with  great 
vigilance  throughout  the  night,  and  wo- 
men were  forbidden  to  stand  on  the 
bridges  under  which  the  racing  crewa 
passed,

Oame  lUsunderstood 
English  Rugby  Is  a  game  which,  un- 
fortunately, is  entirely  misunderstood 
in  t.hc  East,  the  chief  reason  being  that 
good  exhibitions  of  the  game  have  never 
"beerT  see  ii  "there"  Ol'vena  thorough  Iry- 
out  there  Is  hardly  a  doubt  but  that  it 
would  be  permanently  adopted.  Its  at- 
tractiveness cannot  be  iiueslioned,  and 
it  has  many  points  of  superiority  over 
Canadian  Rugby,  which  Is  extensively 
played   east   of    the   llockie.'s. 

The  F.nglish  Rugby  Football  Union 
has  a  membership  of  over  four  hundred 
first  clase  clubs  in  Great  Britain,  Ire- 
land, South  Africa,  Australia,  New 
Ze.aland,  India,  South  America,  France 
and  Canada,  but  the  number  of  "clubs 
in  Canada  is  very  small.  It  is  regret- 
table that  Canada  Is  the  only  part  of 
the  British  Empire  which.  although 
nearest  to  Great  Britain,  has  so  far  been 
unable  to  send  a  representative  fifteen 
to  England.  This  1«  because  only  a 
certain  part  of  Canada  plays  the  game. 
Except  on  this  coast,  Canadians  have  a 
Rugby  game  Of  their  own,  which  nobody 
else  plays  and  which  was  adopted 
when  English  Rugby  was  little  else  but 
a  fight  and  a  scramble  and  not  by  any 
means  the  thrilling  and  spectacular 
sport  which   it  is   today. 

Xampered  on  Coast 
Teams  from  the  overseas  part  of  the 
Kingdom  have  several  times  visited  the 
Coast,  and  the  sending  of  a  British  Col- 
umbia team  to  England  or  Australia 
has  been  mooted,  but  owing  to  the 
scarcity  of  clubs  t?  pick  from  It  would 
be  impossible  to  select  a  side  that  could 
compete  with  the  crack  teams  of  other 
centres    with    a    chance   of    winning. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  a  few  years  hence 
the  game  will  thrive  to  such  an  extent 
that  Canada  also  will  be  able  to  give  an 
account  of  herself  on  the  International 
English   Rugby   football   field.

.Mr.  IIhm.v  W.  .Sisson.  a  Chicago  law- 
>  cr  and  a  iorm(-r  school  teacher,  iia^ 
attacked  ilie  whole  fabric  of  public 
school  tciieliing  in  an  open  letter  which 
iic  hfis  .sent  in  the  siiporintcndent  of 
s<hools,  and  has  divided  the  city  into 
liostili'  lanips  on  education  matters.  Mr. 
His.son,  in  a  crescendo  of  emotion,  asks 
a  large  number  of  ciuoslions,  and  de- 
clares that  the  teaching  plan  Is  all 
wrong  and  modern  pupils  arc  fallur>.M. 
Three  of   the  yuesiions  uskcd   are; 

'■\Vhy  Is  it  that  children  who  study 
spelling   for   several   years   cannot   spell? 

"Why  i.s  it  that  the  commercial 
courses  fail  to  yield  tho  results  given 
b.v  six   weeks  in  ^   business  college'.' 

"Why  is  II  that  boys  who  liave  spent 
\Tars  on  arlthntetic  find  it  Impossible 
to  hold  job.s  i-Cfiulring  a  knowledge  of 
only  elementary  figures  and  thus  are 
forced  to  drift  Into  the  'blin<l  alleys'  of 
employment'.'' 

Mr.  Sisson  l»*s  mode  a  stud.v.of  pub- 
lic schoolMv  In  Chicago,  and  answers  the 
three  gucstions.  'I'he  first  Is  thai  chil- 
dren in  Clvicago  cannot  spell  berauso 
the  curriculum  l-s  overcrowded.  Tho 
second  answer  i.?  that  pupils  arc 
crammed  beyond  their  brain  capacity; 
and  the  third  that  owing  to  the  pre- 
vious two  the  pupils  iuive  '"mental  in- 
digestion." .\  suggestion  is  put  for- 
ward that  as  the  best  colt  trainers  In 
America  teach  their  animals  but  one 
thing  at  a  time — to  walk,  trot,  or  ruti — 
so  the  children  should  be  taught  only 
one  subject  at  a  time.  The  result  if 
that  the  education  authorities  are  now 
deraltng  with  a  crowd  of  parents  who 
advocate  Mr.  Slsson's  vlrw,  and  beli.vo 
that  tliey  have-di"oover«d  the  reason  of 
tlieir    children's   failures    at    schooJ. 

An  expertmcnt  wlir  probably  l>e  made 
soon  on  Ih'o  lines  suggcated,  liul  only  a 
few  pupils  will  be  ae'l,e«ted  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  a  carcf'til  note  of  their  pro- 
gress is  to  be  "recorded  every  week  for 
Blx  months.  If  at  the  ond  of  that  lime 
the  oxpcrlnicnl  hart  )iroved  successful, 
.the  whole  educational  curriculum  of 
Chicago  may  be  altxted;

JLONDON,  March  13. — Viscount  Hythe 
publlshea  a  special  article  explaining  a 
oonus  scheme  for  miners,  an  allarn- 
atlve   to    wages  baaad   on  proflta. 

As  a  grandaon  of  Mr.  Thomas  Bras- 
sey,  the  founder  of  the  famous  firm  of 
contractors,  he  takes  a  keen  Interest  in 
the  Powell  Duffryn  Colliery  Company, 
in  which  the  family  have  held  large  In- 
terests, and  it  Is  no  secret  that  he  has 
for  the  past  two  or  three  years  been 
trying  to  get  the  management  lo  adopt 
the  scheme  which  he  now  puts  forward 
In  print. 

Lord  Hythe  has  tried  his  plan  with 
the  most  happy  results  in  the  sulphur 
mines    in     Sardinia,    which     he    controls. 

The  scheme  is  based  on  the  principle 
that  capital  has  a  righi  lo  lis  wages 
Just  as  the  workman  has  a  right  to  his, 
and  that  when  the  wages  of  both  have 
been  paid  the  worker  has  ihe  right  lo 
share  in   the  profits. 

The  principal  provision.s,  which  would 
be  applicable  lo  South  Wales,  are  as 
follows: 

1.  The  workman  cannot  draw  any  pari 
of  Ihe  surn  standing  to  his  credit  till 
after  he  leaves  the  company's  service. 
This  is  absolutely   vital. 

2.  The  workman  is  furnished  wiih  a 
booklet,  in  wliich  is  set  down  every  year 
the  rate  and  amount  of  the  bonus,  tliu 
sum  standing  to  his  credit,  and  the  in- 
terest upon  It  for  the  preceding  year. 

6.  Only  men  who  have  been  live  years 
in  the  service  of  the  company  are  en- 
titled to  participate.  The  qualifying 
period  has  been  recently  reduced  to 
tout  years,  and  we  may  presently  re- 
duce It  to  three  ycare'  service.  Lower 
than  this   1  do  not  propose  to  go. 

7.  T'he  comp.tny  nreserves  the  right 
to  modify  the  regulations  governing  the 
fund. 

The  wages  of  capital  have  been  fixed 
at  five  per  cent.,  which  is  very  low  for 
such  a  risky  buainesu  as  mining. 

The  workman  who  fuinis  the  above 
conditions  Is  credited  with  a  percentage 
on  his  wages  equivalent  to  any  dividend 
above  five  per  cent  distributed  to  the 
shareholders. 

The  main  advantages  of  a  scheme  on 
these    line^  are: 

tl)  The  capitalist  makes  no  sacrifice, 
until  he  has  received  a  reasonable  rate 
of    Interest   on    his   capital. 

2.  The  worker  takes  no  saerlflce, 
and  he  accepts  nd  conditions;  and  there 
Is,  therefore,  no  ground  for  any  discus- 
sion with  the  trade  imlon  on  the  matter. 

A  further  Important  point  jn  the 
scheme  is  that  the  bonus  Is  not  distrib- 
uted annually.  A  bonus  distributed 
year  by  .year  should  be  tantamount  to 
an  increase  in  wages  to  the  workmen 
In  the  more  profitable  collieries,  and 
could  not  be  appUcri  In  the  South  Wales 
coalfield  without  producing  serlons  dis- 
content among  the  workmen  In  the  less 
profitable  collieries. 

The  workman  must  have^a  living 
wage  wherever  he  is  working,  and  the 
present  system  of  regulating  wages 
cannot  well  be  abandoned.  A  bonus 
scheme  which  accumulated  capital  for 
the  worker  by  a  definite  share  of  profits 
would  not  be  open  to  this  objection.

tion, the  steam  whaler  Karluk,  in  which 
Vilhjalmar  Stefansson,  the  dls/coverer 
of  the   blonde  EsklmoH,   is  to  revisit  the 

Arctic  regions  on  a  voyage  of  explora- 
tion, has  left  San  Francisco.  Thts 
staunch  craft  cleared  the  Golden  Gatu 
on  Wednesday,  under  the  command  of 
Captain  C.  T.  Pedersen,  and,  providing 
good  weather  Is  experienced,  she  is 
"Tooked  "for  lieT-e  otT'SaluTa'ay^  TTpbn Tier 
arrival  in  Victoria,  the  Karluk  will  b 
ordered  to  proceed  to  Ksqulmalt,  where 
she  will  be  thoroughly  overhauled  and 
fitted  out  for  the  voyage  of  discovery 
that  is  expected  to  result  in  further 
additions  to  British  territory  on  thu 
map  of   the  North   American  continent. 

For  some  time  the  Karluk  has  been 
lying  on  the  mudflats  near  Oakland. 
When  Stefansson  decided  to  attempt 
further  discoveries,  agents  froftn  the 
Canadian  Government  purchased  the 
vessel   for   $16,000. 

Wall  Adapted  for  Arotlo 
The  steam  whaler  is  of  350  tons  bur- 
den, and  is  specially  adapted  and 
equipped  for  Arctic  service.  Kxplorer 
Stefansson  plans  to  be  away  three 
years,  and  his  reports  will  be  of  great 
benefit  to  Canadian  scientific  and  geo- 
irraphicaJ  institutions.  When  Stefans- 
son visited  the  blonde  Eskimos  at 
Coronation  Gulf,  Prince  Albert  Land, 
last  year,  he  learned  of  another  race 
of  men  living  farther  to  the  north  in 
a' region  Sever  before  penetrated  by 
white  men. 

Stefansson  hopes  to  disccover  •  this 
new  race  and  the  land  which  they  oc- 
cupy. The  land  discoverod ,  will  bo 
claimed  by  the  Canadian  '  Governme^t. 
The  Karluk  will  fly  the  British  flag 
and  carry  a  crew  pf  fourteen  men. 
Stefansson  expects  to  reach-  liia  goal  in 
September  and  anticipates  to  return  to 
civilization  by  the  rnqntjij^  gf  Sfeptemn- 
■    ber,    1916. 

Tan  Sdantlata  Aboard 
On  board  will  be  Dr.  R.  ii.  Anderson, 
at  the  head  of  a  party  of  ten  .scientists. 
Dr.  Stefansson,  who  is  at  present 
aboard,  has  completed  arrangements  to 
join  the  expedition  at  Esquimau,  with  a 
wirelMss  outfit  and  motion  ^picture 
equipment.  Under  the  terms  of  the 
Canadian  subvention,  the  crew  and 
navigating  officers  of  the  Karluk  must 
be  Canadians,  but  Captain  Pedersen, 
who  Is  an  American  subject,  hopes  that 
agreement  may  be  arrived  at  by  which 
he  will  not  be  required  to  forfeit  alle- 
glence    to    his   country. 

While  in  the  Arctic  circle  the  expe- 
dition will  probably  touch  at  Banks 
L^nd,  but  more  particularly  is  pointed 
for  the  unknown  stretches  of  .Prince 
Patrick  Land  and  Prince  Albert  Land. 
Hopes  are  entertained  that  the  explora- 
'tlon  party  may  find  relics  of  the  lost 
McClu^e  expedition  of  1861-1853,  and 
the  abandoned  barque  Investigator.  It 
Is  expected  that  several  weeks  will 
elapse  before  the  Karluk  Is  fully  equlp- 
p«d  to  allow  her  to  leave  on  her  long 
voyags  of  exploration  to  the  unknown 
North.

In  connection  with  the  Canadian-Pa- 
cific steamship  service  ijjctween  Mont- 
real und  Trieste,  which  has  been 
arranged  by  agreement  with  the  Aus- 
trian Government,  the  steamship  In- 
terests comprising  the  'J^oi-th  Atlantic 
Steamship  Conference,  at  a  recent 
meeting  in  Berlin,  Germany,  decided 
to  oppose  the  scheme,  and  to  place  a 
competitlv*    service    on    the    route. 

According  to  London  dispatches,  the 
reasoning  of  the  C.  P.  R.  is  to  the  ef- 
fect that  if  the  rates  are  high,  the  com- 
pany makes  a  substantial  profit  on  the 
business,  and  If,  on  the  other  hand, 
they  are  low,  Canada  gets  a  large  sup- 
^ly  of  cheap  labor,  which  is  Induced 
to. cross  the  Atlantic  by  reason  of  the 
cheap  fares,  and  as  the  C.  P.  R.  Is  the 
largest  employer  of  labor  In  Canada, 
and  has  about  1000  miles  of  railway  to 
build  during  the  current  year,  it  will 
gain  with  the  left  hand,  at  the  Jipcnse 
of  its  competitors,  what  It  may  lose 
with    the   right   on   Its   own   vessels. 

It  Is  ^therefore  contended  that  If  a. 
rnt«  rutting  policy  is  Inaugurated,' and 
its  competitors  ciarry  passengers  at  a 
loss,  they  will  be  merely  putting  money 
Into  the  C.  P.  R.  treasury.  It  has  been 
officially  stated  that  the  C.  P.  R  has 
been  permitted  to  carry  on  Its  business 
in  Austria  since  1908,  ahd  as  an  otit- 
come,  laid  Us  plans  before  the  Govern- 
ment there,  which  came  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  an  opportunity  was  afforded 
for  a  conslderaljlc  development  at 
Trieste;  in  the  arratigement  of  the 
tri^hsatlantlc  passenger  trade.  It  was 
stated,  that  only  a  small  share,  about 
4  per  cent,  was  accorded  to  Trieste,  and 
It  was  decided  to  take  stops  to  secure  a 
larger  share  of  the  traffic  It  Is  stated 
that  'the  Auatro-Amerloana  line  ha*  de- 
cided   to    commence   a    service    between

Yuaen  Kaliftia:  liner  Inaba  Maru.  which 
reached  port  Wednesday  afternoon  from 
Hongkong,    Shanghai      and      Yokohama, 
that  the  crusade  against  the  queue  has 
been  renewed   In  China.     While  the  In- 
aba Maru   was  at   Shanghai   It  w;aB   de- 
cided   that    the    city    volunteers    ahould

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r.  DNEASY  FEELING  IN 

Earl  Roberts  Declares  Lessons 
of  War  With  Boers  Have 
Been  Forgotten— trust  the 
Amateur  Soldiers. 


DUBLIX.  , March  18.— The  annual 
meeting  of  the  Irleh  branch  of  the  Na- 
tional Kcrvlce  League  was  held  here  a 
few  days  ago  with  Colonel  H.  Gore 
Lindsay  In  the  rhalr.  Earl  Roberta,  In 
a  lettfir  expressing  regret  that  he  was 
unable  to  he  present  wrote;: 

"At  the  close  of  the  Boer  War  the 
nation  was  stirred  by  an  uneasy  Jceling 
that  all  ■was  not  well  with  a  military 
system  that.  In  a  struggle  with  a  small 
X>eople.  strained  Its  resoucces  to  the  ut- 
most, and  forced  it  to  send  to  the  front 
men  whose  training  had  to  be  Riven  on 
the  field.  Hence  the  National  Service 
movcifnent   was  started. 

"Since  then  the  uneaj<y  feeling  has  to 
a  certain  extent  been  allayed,  and  the 
lesBon.s  of  the  war  have  been  forgotten. 
But  the  leaven  has,  neveriliele.s.s,  been 
working,  and,  owing  to  the  efforts  of 
the  National  Service  League,  tlie  prin- 
ciple of  universal  military  training  for 
hom«  defence  ha«  been  gradually  malt- 
ing way.  ^'ow  the  work  has  received  a 
great  impetus  from  events  In  the  Near 
East,  where  the  downfall  of  the  Turkish 
Kmpiro  in  Europe,  owing  to  its  own 
"wantormllltary  prspareaness  and  tn  the 
military  efficiency  of  its  opponents,  has 
made  even  the  most  careless  give  some 
thought  to  our  own  military  position. 
No  one  can  say,  I  think,  that  it  is  a 
aatlafactory    one. 

ror  I>«f«se«  of  Bbor** 
"We  are  still,  as  we  were  more  than 
ten  years  ago,  trusting  to  the  effici- 
ency of  amateur  soldiers  for  the  defence 
of  our  shores,  and  after  a  fair  trial  It 
may  safely  be  said  that  the  voluntary 
sygtem  has  absolutely  broken  down.  The 
question  of  naval  defence  has  bepn,  I 
am  glad  to  say,  removed  from  the  arena 
of  party  politics,  and  we  of  the  Na- 
tional Service  Leagoie  ask  that  In  like 
manner  the  question  of  home  defence 
and  our  military  system  generally 
should  be  looked  upon  aa  beyond  party 
Btrlfe.  We  say  that  nothing  short  of 
universal  military  training  will  meet 
the  position,  and  we  say  that  the  coun- 
try now  has  this  choice  before  it — will 
It  accept  in  time  of  peace  a  system  of 
military  training  for  its  young  men  that 
wHl  render  the  country  Immune  from 
ail  fear  of  invasion,  that  will  take  from 
the  patriotic  few  the  burden  that  should 
be  ibome  by  all,  that  will  increase  the 
moral,  physical,  and  industrial  stature 
of  the  people,  or  will  it  declare  the  bur-

Heleno  Dutrieu.  the 
first  avlatress  to  whOm  the  ribbon  of 
the  Legion  of  Honor  has  been  awarded, 
could  come  as  a  aurprl,<<e  only  to  those 
wh>.  did  not  know  of  her  wonderful 
rtcord  In  aviation.  Of  all  tae  women 
who  took  to  flying,  she  Is  the  only  one 
wiio  ha«  kept  pace  witli  the  leading  avi- 
ators, and  has  in  many  instances  sur- 
pa.saed  I  hem  In  her  achievements.  Her 
first  flight  was  on  a  ■'Demoiselle"  of  M. 
Santos-lHmiont.  Then  she  practiced  for 
a  while  on  a  Sommer  biplane  at  Bonzy, 
In  the  Ardennes,  and  the  next  that  was 
heard  of  her  she  was  making  sensation-' 
al  records  at  Odessa,  where,  unfortun- 
ately, she  had  a  very  serious  accident.

Having  recovered,  aille.  Dutrieu  re- 
turned to  Franco,  and  made  a  number  of 
flights  on  a  Farman  biplane.

methods  of  dtscharKlnjc  his  administra- 
tive  dutlas   as  a   monarch,    he   saya. 

It  Is  these  diverse  Interests  that 
have  made  him  a  dreamer  of  vast 
dreams,  which  are  likely  to  remain  un- 
fulfilled, the  possessor  of  an  extraor- 
dinarily Impressionable  mind,  the  oasy 
prey  of  the  sycophant,  a  believer  In  the 
absolute  and  divine  right  of  kings.

He  seems  to  delight  in  makin/?  him- 
self the  theme  of  dlscusaiion  in  all  tlie 
c*pltal»  of  Europe,  and.  Indeed,  this 
love  of  notoriety  has  been  one  of  his 
chief  characteristics  since  his  dismissal 
of  Bismarck  in   1890. 

The  contTetemps  occurred  through  a 
private  Interview  which  Blsntiapck  had 
with  a  certain  politician.  When  news 
of  it  came  to  the  ears  of  the  incensed 
Emiperor  he  Informed  his  chancellor 
that,  as  he  waa  monarch,  he  Insisted 
upon  knowing  with  whom  Bismarck  In- 
tended   to    discuss    political    affairs. 

•Tell  Hl«  Majesty,"  said  the  irate 
Blsn^arc^k  to  tlie  Kaiser's  messenger, 
"tliat  I  cannot  .permit  anyone  to  de- 
cide who  is  to  cross  my  own  threshold." 
Th«  next  morning  there  occurred  the 
historic  knocking  on  the  door,  which, 
upon  being  opened,  revealed  the  Em- 
peror In  person  standing  on  the  thresh- 
old. The  interview  which  took  place 
turnad  the  whole  course  of  German  his- 
tory. 

The  Chancellor  was  firm  and  dlgni- 
lled,  maintaining  that  hu  would  not  be 
dictated  to  as  to  whom  he  invited  to 
hlB  house.  ".Vot  even  by  your  Sove- 
reign?" sternly  demanded  the  Kaiser. 
•The  commands  of  my  SovereiKn  end 
at  the  drawing-room  of  my  wife!"  waa 
Bfesmarck'n  response.  That  ended  the 
famous    regime. 

Some  time  ago  the  Emperor  was  on  his 
way  by  train  to  Potsdam  with  a  few 
Intimate  friends.  In  the  royal  saloon 
stood  an  impassive  male  servant  In  liv- 
ery awaiting  the  orders  of  the  monarch. 
The  Kaiser  was  In  a  lively  mood  and 
the  conversation  became  very  animated 
and  distinctly  confidential.  Suddenly 
the  Kaiser  Interrupted  the  conversation 
and  summoned  his  secretary.  Then, 
pointing  to  the  servant,  he  demanded, 
"What  Is  that  man  doing  here?'  The 
unhappy  servant  was  questioned  and 
finally  was  obliged  to  confess  that  he 
was  a  reporter. 

The  rnshfnl  Baporter 
The  Kaiser  began  to  twirl  his  mous- 
tache, a  sign  of  coming  storm.  Then 
he  recovered  himself  and,  smiling  some- 
what grimly,  ordered  the  train  to  be 
stopped.  This  was  done  end  the  luck- 
less newspaperman  was  Invited  to  step 
out  of  the  train.  He  hastened  to  do  so, 
and  was  deposited  on  the  railway  track 
ten  good  mlleajfrom  the  newest  station. 
And  the  Kal8er~"*pent--*nc  next  five 
minutes  laughing. 

The  Kaiser's  penchant  for  good  music 
is  well  known.  He  waa  once  annoyed 
because  the  band  was  playing  some  fa- 
vorite music  too  slow.  He  seized  the 
conductor's  baton  and  made  the  mu- 
sicians plsy  It  considerably  faster.  Then 
he  returned  to  his  suite.  When  the 
i'tench  actor,  Ooquelin,  who  was  pres- 
ent, phrased  the  proper  compliment,  the 
Kaiser  replied,  "Everyone  must  be  able 
to  do  for  himself  what  he  conslderes  to 
be  necessary."

The 
late  Pope  figures  as  the  King  of  Spades, 
the  late  King  Humbert  of  Italy  as  the 
King  of  Clubs.  Leopold  of  Belgium  as 
the  King  of  Diamonds,  and  the  Kaiser 
himself  aa  the  King  of  Hearts.  Bis- 
marck. Gladstone,  Crispl  and  M.  Wal- 
daek-Ros«eau  are  the  four  kiiaves.  while 
four  of  the  prettiest  actresses  In  Bur- 
ope — their  names  are  not  dtrulged — rip- 
resent  the  four  aces.

beries In  which  the  accused  figured  as 
a   remarkable    example   of   the   victim   of 

drugs.  

The  man,  Dreyer,  a  civil  engineer  by 
Drofesalon,  has  just  been  sentenced  to 
three  years'  Imprisonment  for  robberies 
committed  In  expresses  in  Germany  af- 
ter a  trial  lasting  several  days  before 
the  criminal  court  at  Halle.  At  first 
the  case  attracted  unusual  attention, 
owing  to  the  identity  of  the  prisoner. 
He  wa«  the  son  of  wealthy  parents,  and 
up  to  tlie  day  of  his  arrest  few  had 
any  inkling  that  he  was  not  a  respect- 
able and  prosperous  engineer.  He  led 
an  existence  that  might  be  said  to  be 
the  twentieth  century  counterpart  of 
that  of  Deacon  Brodle.  Even  his  wife 
was  left  with  suspicion  rather  than 
knowledge,  and  the  neighbors  in  Berlin, 
where  he  lived  with  his  wife  and  child- 
ren, <iuite  believed  him  to  be  a  pattern 
I'.usband   and   father.  ^ 

reatares    Axa    Obsonrad 
The  feature  of  the  case,  however,  was 
soon    obscured,    as    the    interrogation    by 
the    judge    led    the    prisoner    to    explain 
how    he    had    become    a    victim    of    the 
drug   habit.      For   more   than   nine   years 
he   had    been  addicted   to  opium.'    Asked 
how  he  came  by  the  drug,  he  answered: 
"While   traveling,   I  showed  a  doctor's 
prescription,    or.    later.    I    gave    a    false 
signature  myself.     I  always  changed  my 
ostensible    address,    and    in    this    way    I 
often    bought    the   drug   several    times   a 
day.   using   every   chemist's  shop  1  came 
across.     Although  I  asked   for  the  drug 
several    thousand    times,    I    was    refused 
only    three    time-s.      I   had    to    take   it  at 
first  because  of  stomach  compUlnts.  but 
1    found    I    had    to    take   mo're  and  more 
in    order    to    escape    the    feeling    of    de- 
pression, and  finally  1  drank  direct  out 
of  the  bottle.     As  it  was  cheaper  to  get 
It    m    large    quantities.    1    often    bought 
several   bottles,   and  once  I   was  sold  4-4 
bottles,    each    of    40    grammes.       In    one 
year    alone    I    spent    |375    on    opium. 
Wife   Oonldn't   ITadarataad 
The  evidence  of  Dreyer's  wife  showed 
that  she  had  not  understood  the  change 
In   her   husband^s  manner  until  a  doctor 
notified  her  that  It  was  due  to  abuse  of 
opium.     He  Tiad  been  a  nervous  subject 
as  a  child,  but  later  was  for  some  time 
quite  successful   in   business.     Then   he 
Ill-treated    her    and    the    children.      Her 
first  suspicions  of  dishonesty  came  when 
she    discovered    that   he    had    stolen   and 
brought    home    in    his    pocket    the    elec- 
tric  incandescent  lamps  of  the  drawing 
room   of  a  friend's   house.      He  also  be- 
came   strange    in    conduct   and    afflicted 
with  megalomania,  stating  bis  Income  at 
three    times   Its  real  amount. 

In  spite  of  this  evidence,  there  were 
several  contradictory  points  of  view  In 
the  evidence  of  the  experts.  One  of 
them  promised  to  cure  the  prisoner  ot 
the  drug  habit  within  a  week,  whil* 
on  the  other  hand,  'another  expert  aaid 
that  SOO  drops  of. opium  would  have  a 
great  effect  on  the  whole  systom,  not 
to  speak  of  the  800  drops  that  Dreyer 
took  at  one  time.

All  the  experts  set  the  prisonor's  men- 
tal capacity  down  as  very  weak,  but  the 
Court,  deciding  that  the  evldenes  showed 
that  he  waa.  In  ftill  possession  of  his 
senses  at  the  time  of  each  theft,  sen- 
tenced him  to  three  years*  Imprison- 
ment. 

The  whole  story  of  the  case  has 
caused  much  discussion  of  the  point 
why  it  wall  that  the  man  was  not  be- 
fore m  the  hands  of  the  police.  Hlo 
thefts  were  facilitated  by  the  fact  that 
he  had  In  his  possession  a  railway  paaa 
available  on  all  the  German  railways. 
The  origin  of  .this  pass  was  not  ex- 
plained. His  arrest  waa  Anally  the 
consequence  of  his  own-  foolishness. 
He  Journeyed  to  Meran,  In  Austria,  to 
offer  to  the  victim  of  one  of  hts  thefta 
■ode  Information  that  might  lead  to 
tha  rocoTery  of  the  stolen  proporty,  but 
be  told  bis  tale  with  such  obvloua  de- 
pMtures  from  the  truth  that  the  man's 
•usplclons  were  aroused,  8;nd  the  polios 
wore   made   acaualntsd    with    tho  facU.

March  13.— Gambling  and 
Its  enormous  Increase,  and  the  harmful 
effect  It  has  on  the  wage-earning 
classes,  was  the  subject  discussed  this 
week  at  a  meeting  convened  by  the 
Charity  OrganUatlon  Society,  and  held 
at  Denison  House,  Vauxhall  Bridgu 
Road.  Many  of  the  speakers  favored 
legislative  control  of  betting,  but  others 
contended  that  it  could  not  be  sup- 
pressed, and  that  the  problem  could  be 
best  met  by  improved  education  or 
sound  advice. 

The  following  resolution  was  event- 
ually   carried;: 

"The  Council  of  the  Charity  Or«anUa- 
tlon  Society  believes  that  the  wolfar-; 
of  the  working  classea  is  udverst-ly  af- 
fected by  the  publication  and  circulation 
of  bookmakers'  advertisements  and  ofher 
inducements  to  gambling,  and  accord- 
ingly expresses  approval  of  the  Betting 
Inducements  Bill  introduced  last  year 
by  Lord  Newton." 

Among  the  letters' read  were  the  foll- 
owing: From   Lord   Sanderson: 

"Anyone  who  realizes   to   what  extent 
the  prevalence  of   gambling   operates   to 
Increase    povei-ly' and    to    aggravate   the 
condition    of    the    poor,    must    feel    it    is 
a  question  in  which   the  Charity  Organ- 
ization  Society   is   deeply    interested.   At 
the    same    time    we    ^avc    to    remember 
that   we   are   aiming  at  a   most   difficult 
kind  of  social  reform,  and  must  be  con- 
tent with  slow  progress.     The  most  that 
we  can  hope  for  In   the  way  of  legisla- 
tion   is    the    enactment    of    measures    to 
restrict   '"lO  offer   of   inducements      and 
facilities    for   gambling,    and    to    repress 
the    operations    of    those    who    make    a 
livelihood  out  of  this   particular  human 
weakness.      Any    attempt    to    go    too    far 
in     this    direction    will    certainly     result 
either    in    failure    to   carry    the    measure 
or  Inability   to  enforce  it   when   carried. 
Kor    these    reasons    1    think    Lord    New- 
ton's  bill   deserves    our    full    support   us 
a    step    in    the      right      direction,      even 
though   It  might  not  go  so  t».r  as  many 
would    wish." 

Canon   Horslcy's   letter    ran;: 

CanoB  Xorslay's  Spigrams 
"I  once  coined  an  epigram.  Crime  la 
condensed  beer.'  One  might  now  .say, 
'Folly  Is  consolidated  coupons.'  It  will 
be  a  scandal  if  X-ord  Newton's  bill  is 
not  promptly  passed.  It  is  Indeed,  a 
scandal  that  newspapers  should  receive 
the  advertisements  ot  noxious  paraaitea 
expeled  first  from  England  and  then 
from  Holland." 

The  Rev.  Hon.  Edward  Lyttelton, 
Head  Master  of  Eton  College,  wrote;: 

"The  spread  of  gambling  is  due  to 
deep-seated  causes  which  cannot  be 
remedied  by  any  superficial  measures; 
I  mean,  the  undermining  ot  home  life 
and  the  feeble  hold  of  religious  prin- 
ciples In  all  classes.  The  spirit  of  the 
country  needs  changing  before  there  can 
be  any  great  diminution   of   the  evil." 

Dr.  J.  L.  Paton,  writing  from  Man- 
chester Grammar   School,  said;: 

"Gambling  plays  great  havoc  with  our 
w^orklng  lads.  It  l«  difficult  to  make 
them  see  It  is  wrong  until  they  find 
themselves  brought  down  to  the  'husks 
that  the  swine  do  eat."  Commission 
agents  have  their  touts  working  in  the 
big  mills,  and  we  have  to  keep  a  sharp 
look-out  to  keep  the  brutes  out  of  the 
working  lads'   clubs," 

Lord  Newton  made  a  speecli  in  the 
course  of  which  he  pointed  out  that  a 
committee  of  the  House  of  Lords,  which 
Included  a  bishop,  came  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  betting  was  not  a  crime  in 
Itself,  and  that  private  betting  was  im- 
possible to  stop.  In  his  view,  the  only 
practical  course  to  adopt  was  to  regu- 
late It.  He  would  like  to  regulate  It 
by  taxing  bookmakers  so  that  they 
would  not  find  It  a  remueratlve  occupa- 
tion. But  there  were  objections  to  that 
course,  one  being  that  English  Govern- 
ments were,  aa  a  rule,  credited  else- 
where with  that  quality  of  hypocrisy 
with  whlcb  foreign  Governments  were 
always  anxious  to  dissociate  themselves. 
They   must  make  betting  less  easy. 

Mr.  John  Hawke,  of  the  National 
Antl-Oambllng  League,  declared  that 
"one  of  the  beat-known  of  our  admirals" 
recently  called  at  Scotland  Yard  and 
Informed  the  authorities  that  there  were 
times  when  the  decks  of  the  battleships 
were  strewn  with  betting  slips  and  cou- 
pons. 

Orima  roUo%a  OhimbUng 

Mr.  Hawke  recalled  that  ten  years  ago 
statistics  were  prepared  and  placed  be- 
fore a  Parliamentary  Committee,  ac- 
cording to  which  In  the  preceding  15 
years.  17S  suicides  and  827  cases  of  em- 
besslement  had  been  due  to  gambling. 
At  the  beginning  of  last  century  there 
were  20  professional  bookmakers,  but 
at  the  bfcglnnlng  of  the  present  century 
there  were  something  like  30,000  men 
and  women  engaged  wholly  or  partly  In 
the   trade. 

Mr.  Gerald  Wellesley.  a  cousin  of  the 
Duke  of  Wellington,  who  has  worked  for 
several  years  at  the  Eton  College  Mis- 
sion In  tho  East  End,  created  a  diver- 
sion by  saying  a  good  word  for  the 
ibookmaker. 

"I  am  here  as  a  professed  gambler," 
he  said.  "It  is  my  absolute  conviction 
that  no  amount  of  legislation,  good,  bad, 
or  Indifferent,  will  make  any  difference 
to  tha  amount  of  betting  and  gambling 
In  this  country.  I  have  been  gradually 
convinced,  after  my  years  of  life  among 
the  casuals  and  the  ne'er-do-wells  In 
th«  East  Bnd,  that  the  lore  of  gambling 
Is  so  Ingrained  In  the  British  public 
that  It  will  nevtr  bo  gtot  rid  of.  X  am 
•baoiutely  opposed  to  laglslation  against 
or  rogulaUon  of  gambling.

Medical 
testimony  showed  that  White's  ileatli 
was  due  to  a  fractured  skull.  Bloodj- 
stones  found  nearby  were  supiwsert  to 
be   the   insttumenta   used.

M.   Delcassc  has   been  .ippolnted   to  be 
the    French    AmbaHsador    at    St.    Peters- 
burg,  say-s   The   London   Times    In   a   re- 
cent ertllorlal  article.      In   this,   his   fir.sl 
nomination    to   a    great    diplomatic    post, 
the    new      President     of      the      Republic 
brings    back    to    the    domain    of    foreign 
affairs   the   statesman   who   perhaps  has 
done    more    than    any    living    man    to   es- 
tablish   the  foreign  policy   of  France  on 
a    firm    and    enduring    basis.      His    name 
will    always    be      remembered      in      this 
country    as    that    of    the    Minister    who 
ably     and     heartily     worked     with     Lord 
I^nsdownc  to  settle  the  old  differences 
which    divldeil      *s    from      our      French 
neighbors    and    to    create    our      present 
cordial   relations   with    them.     In    Kussla 
his  many  services  to  the  alliance,  and  In 
particular    his    attitude    during    the    war 
with   Japan  and   his   good  offices  at  the 
time  of  the   Dogger  Bank   incident,  hava 
won  him  the  regard  of  the  Court  and  of 
the      nation     as    a     true     and      faithful 
friend.      In    St.    Petersburg,    as    well    as 
in  London  and  in  Paris,  it  is  recognized 
that    the   Triple    Entente   is    the   natural 
outcome    of    th      entente    between    Eng- 
land  and    France.      Without    the    Anglo- 
BYench    Agreement    the      Anglo-Ruaslan 
Agreement    could      hardly      have      been 
made,   and    It    is    the   existence   of   these 
two    agreements    which    now   constitutes 
one   of   the   twin   pillars   on   which   rests 
the    peace    of    the    world.      M.    DelcaBse, 
our    Paris    correspondent      reminds      us, 
held    the    portfolio    of    Foreign    Affairs 
longer    than   any   French   statesman   has 
done   since   M.    Guiiot.      He    was   at    the 
Qual    d'Orsay    under      a    succession      of 
Governments    for    seven    yeara,    and    In 
that  period  he  gave  to  the  foreign  pol- 
icy   of    France    a    consistency    and    con- 
tinuity   which    it    had    not    before    poa- 
nesaed    since    the    establishment    of    the 
Republic.        The        systeni        which      he 
thought   out   and   applied    has    remained 
the    baalB    of    French    policy    since    his 
downfall    In    memorable      circumstances 
In    1905.      Its      object    waa      to      restore 
France  to  the  place  which  Is  legitimate- 
ly hers  amongst  the  nations  of  Europe 
and   to  secure   peace     by   securing     the 
balance  of   power.      M.  Delcasse  sought 
to  effect  it  by  entering  Into  friendships 
anti   alllanees   with    other    States   which 
should   act   as   a   counterpoise     to     the 
Triple   Alliance.      He   cultivated   the  In- 
timate  relations,  which    already   existed 
l)e^ween  France  and   Russia,  he  settled, 
once   and    for   all,    the   old   controveniles 
with    ourselvtes,    and    he      concluded      a 
Mediterranean  agreement  with  Italy  and 
extinguished    the    animosity    which    had 
long   existed      between      her     and      her 
French  neighbor. 

We  need  not  now  revert  to  the 
causes  of  V/  Delcasse's  resignation  In 
1»06.  ■  With  the  settlement  of  the 
Morocco  question,  all  conceivable 
grounds  for  German  objections  to  his 
return  to  the  field  of  foreign  affairs 
must  have  disappeared.  There  are.  of 
course,  aggressive  patriots  In  Ger- 
many Who  may  affect  to  aee  In  hla 
nomination  an  alarming  portent,  aa 
th«y  did  when  he  entered  the  Monla 
Cabinet,  but  we  are  confident  that  no 
uneasiness  will  be  felt  In  any  respon- 
sible quarter.  The  attitude  of  authori- 
tative opinion  in  Germany  la  indicated 
by  the  lanffuaffe  us«d  Ih  Oernmn  semt- 
offlcl»l  orc*na  whan  If.  Deloaaee  t^
